CHURCH BUILDING LOAN FUND ISSUE 


Report to the People on the Church Building 
Loan Fund Campaign 


By Lowell A. Smoot, Chairman 


I would like to invite myself into your home 
now, sit down with you for a few moments and 
tell you exactly where we stand on the Church 
Building Loan Fund project. As your Convention 
Chairman, I have been working tirelessly on this 
project for nine months and can still see much 
hard work ahead if we are to reach our goal 100%. 
It has given me joy and inspiration to work at a 
task like this because the generations to come will 
benefit from our efforts. 


You know that the fair share which has been 
suggested for the Southeast Convention to raise 
is $30,000. Now this amount is only 6/10 of one 
per cent of the total $4,500,000 which our entire 
fellowship has set out to raise. To date we in this 
area have sent in Declarations to the CBLF head- 
quarters totaling $23,256. We have subscribed 77% 
of our goal. 


A number of others have told me that they 
have voted their suggested goals but have failed to 
send in the Declaration of Purpose stating what 
they intend to do. If these churches will send 
their Declarations to the office, our percentage 
will be raised to almost 82%. 


Many of us here in our Convention churches 
are anxious that we succeed with this very import- 
ant project. We have given our time and our ef- 
forts that we might succeed. We have been con~ 
stant in prayer. If we succeed, we will succeed 
together; if we fail, we will fail together. I like to 
think that we are bound together by the Spirit of 
Christ for in this great Christian adventure we 
are “members one of another.” 


Now, as I chat with you about this important 
phase of our program, a question comes to my 
mind which I would like to ask you as a fellow~ 
member of Christ’s Kingdom—What is your opin- 
ion of this great adventure? Would you be content 
to see the Southeast Convention fail when others 
are succeeding? I feel perfectly sure that on sec~ 
ond thought you wouldn’t. And if you give the 
matter a second serious thought, you will realize 
its importance and resolve to do something about 
it. : 
I hope we all keep in mind that this is the 
largest and most intensive program of Christian 
advance that our entire denomination has under- 
taken in this generation. It is not a task for a few 
people, but a joyous undertaking for each member 
of our fellowship. Let me emphasize here at this 
point that what happens depends on YOU. In 
any phase of Christian living and work, you as an 
individual must be. willing before God can take 
you and use you in any way for Kingdom work. 
When we really become Christians, patterned after 
the Spirit of Christ, we will become concerned, 
deep in our hearts; we will begin to act. Our con- 
cern will cause us to become “doers and not 
hearers only.” 


The task of raising $6,744, the amount needed 
to reach our goal and fair share for the Conven~- 
tion, is going to have the full cooperation of all. 
All of us must direct our prayers and efforts to 
this end. 

All of our Conferences and Associations have 
committees set up to get the job done. Our success 
is going to depend largely on the activity of each 
committee. Where a committee fails to function, 
the lead is shifted to someone else. A list of the 
committees will be found elsewhere in this issue 
of the magazine. 

To date there are two churches in the Ken- 
tucky--Tennessee Conference that have not sent in 
their Declaration of Purpose; eighteen churches 
in the Georgia Conference, and forty churches in 
the Alabama Conference that have failed thus far 
to share in this program. We are publishing a 
list of the churches in this issue that have sub~- 
scribed and the amount of their pledge. If you 
fail to see your church on that list, find out from 
your pastor why it is not listed. You may be 
the one to start a crusade in your church to get 
its share voted and on record. We need your help 
badly. 

I do trust and pray that in the very near future 
God will be able to look down on each of us and 
say, “Well done, thou good and faithful ser- 
VEN mene 

Before I leave you, I do want to say that I will 
probably see you the last of October. Dr. Nelson C. 
Dreier is returning to this area at that time to 
work with us for a few days. If you have not met 
Dr. Dreier you will want to make a special effort 
to get acquainted with him when he comes your 
way. We will be looking forward to seeing you.

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Letter From Koror, Caroline Islands 
Mrs. Jettie Logan is sharing with us a letter she 
received from Hilde Theim, missionary speaker 
at the Alabama Women’s Spring Rallies this year: 
“T had a good trip from the States to Guam. 
There I had to wait for two weeks to get a plane 
reservation to Palau. I was disappointed at first, 
that was very foolish and I have experienced once 
more that it is best to trust the Lord fully, even in 
travel delays. I had a wonderful time in the home 
of an American Nayy Chaplain, who has mean- 
while returned to the States. I felt very much at 
home with them, and as they returned they were 
able to let me have many of their things they did 
not want to take along, as lamps, cans, pans and 
pots and curtains and mats and many other use- 
ful things, Also I got a big box of used summer 
clothing for children as well as for men and wo- 
men. As the natives are very poor after the war, 
this is a real help. First I gave shirts and trousers 
to our native helpers and their wives and the rest 
goes to those of our Christians who need it most. 

“On July 2 I arrived here safely. A real crowd 
was gathered at the airport and I was looking for 
the high official who might have come, until I 
learned they all had come to welcome me. You 
should have seen the children, they shouted with 
joy and clapped their hands when I addressed 
them in the palau language. They had been told 
I could not speak Palauan and they could not be- 
lieve it until they heard me talk. 

“At present I help teaching the boys in the 
morning, and three times a week I have a girls’ 
Bible class. Last Sunday I visited the sick ones in 
the hospital together with these girls. We sang 
and distributed English Sunday School papers, 
and we talked to them. It was wonderful. This 
morning I visited people in the village. So Iam 
pretty busy, and that’s why I have to end this let~ 
ter.

Harvest Festival - 1953 


The celebration of “harvest home” is very old 
and has a place in the history of many peoples. 
The maturing of harvest inspired men to expres- 
sions of praise and thanksgiving which found 
their way into the religious services of all lands 
and faiths. The Pilgrims kept their day of thanks- 
giving on the shores of New England with feasting 
and religious exercises. 


Some churches, like Reformed, Lutheran Mora- 
vian, Mennonite and Brethren, have continued to 
celebrate “harvest home,” but in some other com- 
munions this practice has been all but abandoned, 
or the emphasis has shifted to Thanksgiving Day 
in late autumn and the remembrance of national 
blessings, with but minor reference to the bounties 
of the harvest. This unfortunate trend has pro- 
duced a nation of town and country churches in 
whose worship the references to seed-time and 
harvest are peculiarly lacking. No worship can, 
without losing its vitality, remove itself from the 
ordinary pursuits of men. It is especially in con- 
nection with agriculture, where mystery and provi- 
dence are so evident, that this needs to be kept in 
mind.

Sorry, No Funds!! 


A familiar and beloved landmark is missing 
from many of today’s communities—the church 
steeple. 

Residential areas have sprung up all over the 
country carefully designed and constructed to 
meet the basic needs of the inhabitants. In addi- 
tion to the homes there are markets, shops, thea- 
ters, recreation halls, and schools, all centrally 
and conveniently located. But very often, no 
churches. 

During the past six months sixty-nine applica- 
tions for loans from all over the country have 
been chosen for final consideration at meetings of 
the Church Building Committee out of the hun- 
dreds of possible candidates. Monetarily, the pleas 
for aid for building, expanding, or remodeling 
church plants totaled more than a million dollars, 
almost one quarter of the entire amount being 
sought in the Church Building Loan Fund Cam~ 
paign. And this is only six months! 

At the April meeting of the Church Building 
Committee, twenty-one churches received appro- 
priations, three more a short time later, and in 
June six additional churches, for a combined total 
appropriation of $389,171. More than half of all 
the applications were turned down. Every project 
had merit. Each had been carefully investigated, 
examined, and re-examined on both the Confer- 
ence and national levels before being chosen for 
final consideration. Why, then, did they not re- 
ceive the aid they sought? NO FUNDS AVAIL~ 
ABLE. 

We need to complete the campaign, to raise 
and to send in the funds at the earlist possible 
moment. The need is NOW. : 
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Church Builders 


In the widest sense of the term we are all 
“church builders”—that’s our task. Our participa-~- 
tion in the Church Building Loan Fund is one evi- 
dence of our faithful performance of our Christian 
duty; so I do hope all of our churches, recognizing 
this fact, will assume their fair share in this most 
worthy venture. 


A good many people in churches throughout 
the Convention have actually built churches—An-- 
tioch (Andalusia, Ala.), Poplar Arbor (Doerun, 
Ga.) Good Hope (Baker, Fla.)—all are new 
churches completed within the last few months! 
Lanett and Pleasant Grove (Ala.) are nearing 
completion and the first service in the new Rock 
Stand Church (Roanoke, Ala.) was held on Sept. 
27. Many churches have taken on a “new look”— 
Mt. Moriah (Moulton, Ala.), Pilgrim (Corbin, Ky.), 
Fredonia (Barnesville, Ga.), Williams Chapel 
(Waycross, Ga.) Highland Columbus, Ga.), Rock 
Springs (Roanoke, Ala.), Wadley (Ala.), Antioch 
(Roanoke, Ala.), United (LaGrange, Ga.)—all have 
puilt additions or have been redecorated on the 
inside, the outside, or both within the past few 
months. First Church, Roanoke, Ala., is installing 
new windows. 


Phenix City United (Ala.) and New Effort (near 
Bonifay, Fla.) have building projects nearing com- 
pletion. 


Union Hill (Pearson, Ga.) has its minister, 
the Rev. Earl Hand, and his family housed in a 
beautiful new parsonage. Mt. Olive (East Tallas- 
see, Ala.) and Hebron (Crest, Ga.) have parson- 
ages under construction and a number of other 
churches are thinking about getting started. 


Just last week Todd (Shawmut, Ala.) and 
Bethel (West Point, Ga.) began their building pro- 
jects—the one is building a new sanctuary and the 
other a new Christian Education unit. 


That makes a total of more than twenty-seven 
churches that have been engaged in major “build - 
ing” within the past few months. (Now, I am well 
aware that I’ve probably missed at least ten 
churches, but please forgive me and don’t think I 
did it on purpose. It’s only because I’m just not 
thinking straight. Yesterday was a full day re- 
quiring 592 miles of driving—so I’m still asleep.) 


However, the listing is long enough to illustrate 
the church building activity throughout the Con- 
vention. All of these important building ventures 
were successful because of the sacrificial giving of 
money, time, and talent on the part of the local 
congregation—the members who, hammered 
sawed, painted, and contributed in countless other 
ways to the total project. To one and all our sin- 
cere congratulations. 


Just as we rejoice in our own local achieve- 
ments, we are glad for every opportunity to help 
others realize their dreams. So we give liberally 
from our resources to nation-wide projects like 
the Church Building Loan Fund. Most of our 
churches have been: able to “build” without out- 


side aid, but some communities are not so for- 
tunate. They need our help! 

Our younger daughter, Kathleen, learned a 
new Bible verse last Sunday: “Love one another.” 
How much of our Christitn Way can be summed up 
in that one short verse! It’s in the spirit of Christ 
and His loving concern for all people that we 
serve God’s children everywhere. Our Christian 
World Mission begins with each member and ey- 
ery local church and extends throughout our com- 
munities, state and nation and reaches around 
the world. Certainly that’s a mission worthy of 
our best efforts. 

In loving concern, one for the other, let’s 
finish the CBLF Campaign now before us and 
keep Building in the Southeast!

From the first news that the International Con. 


-gregational Council would be held in St. Andrews, 


Scotland, I was irresistably drawn toward that 
lovely, old university town on the shore of the 
North Sea, and how richly I was rewarded for my 
months of planning and saving! 

Mr. Cecil Northcott gave a splendid summary 


of the Council meetings and their high-lights in 


the August 24 issue of Advance, so my report will 
deal largely with sidelights and the representation 
of this area in St. Andrews.

W. T. Scott and the Rev. and Mrs. O. H. White. 
daughter Cynthia, and Miss Eunice Kirtland from 
Tyron, N. C.; Mr. Walter Graham, national direc- 
tor of the Laymen’s Fellowship, from Ky.; Miss G. 
M. Green from Florida; President and Mrs. Arthur 
Gray from Talledega College, Ala. (Dr. Gray was 
one of the principal speakers); the Rev. N. G. 
Newman from Virginia and the Rev. and Mrs. 
Peter Doherty from Georgia. If I have omitted 
any I apologize, as it was difficult to meet every- 
one, living as we did in several university dormi- 
tories, and printed lists have been known to make 
mistakes. 


About twenty delegates, who went over on the 
Queen Elizabeth, stayed together from the time 
she landed, June 8, until the opening of the Coun-- 
cil on June 20. A reception for the American dele- 
gates and others already in London was given 
at the Congregational headquarters in Memorial 
Hall on June 9 and we had our first opportunity 
to meet many who were responsible for the later 
meetings at St. Andrews—and the tea and cakes 
were delicious. (287 Fourth Avenue and 19 South 
LaSalle Street are well matched by the London of- 
fices, book store and committee rooms.) 


Plans had been made in advance for a very 
interesting five days in London and its surround- 
ings—Stratford-on-Avon, Oxford, Eton, Warwich, 
Windsor, Stoke-Poges, and Hampton Court—and 
then for a delightful tour by bus to Cambridge, 
Scrooby, the cathedral towns of Peterborough, 
Lincoln and York, and through the lake country 
to Scotland. There we had two busy days sightsee-- 
ing and shopping in Edinburgh before going on to 
St. Andrews. 


I took notes diligently for the first two or three 
days, but then gave up and specialized on people. 
It was quite an experience to have a delegate from 
British Guiana sing The Tennessee Waltz to me. 
I wasn’t real sure where her country was. India, 
South Africa, Australia, Ireland (I didn’t know we 
had Congregational Christian churches there!), 
Puerto Rico, Holland, Denmark, and Germany—

with of course many from England, Wales and 
Scotland—were all ably represented. I do not 
know which were the most difficult to understand. 

The morning sessions were broken after the 
two general addresses and time out was given for 
a cup Of coffee (tea in the afternoon), then back 
to the seminars until lunch time. In the smaller 
groups the “common folk” were encouraged to 
speak up, and did—some more than others—and 
some very lively discussions resulted. 

Most of the afternoons were free for strolling 
along the beautiful beach, having a round of golf 
on the world-famous golf course, taking a bus to 
a nearby fishing village, and always returning in 
time for a cup of tea. I shall never forget the 
handsome kiltie band which welcomed us with 
such music as can come only from a bagpipe; the 
procession of city fathers in their official robes, 
led by the lady mayor in her big hat and insignia 
hanging around her neck, the ancient mace car- 
ried by another, and the long line of dignitaries in 
their university robes of many colors—all making 
their way in the rain (the only one we had) to the 
Sunday evening service; the Scotch folk dances on 
the grounds of the ancient castle, with the ocean 
in the background; and the lovely Scotch concert, 
closing with the beautiful music setting of the 
23rd Psalm, in which the entire audience joined. 

The place of the next meeting has not yet been 
decided upon, but both Australia and Hawaii sent 
invitations—so save your money!

Erston M. Butterfield, Superintendent. An inter- 
esting and informative panel discussion was pre- 
sented by J. T. Gill, Chairman with Rev. Earl 
Hand, Lester Shaw, Mrs. A. J. Mixon, G. E. Turner, 
Rey. A. G. Bedford, Rev. Carl.Dollar, Rev. Ralph 
Worley, Mrs. B. W. James, and Miss Helen Sears. A 
number of beautiful and inspirational musical 
numbers were given by various churches. 


The Gideon Club of Church Builders is a volun- 
tary, grass-roots movement which first developed 
in South Georgia. Although it has no official rela- 
tionship to the Georgia Conference or the South- 
east Convention, its purpose is to help build Con- 
gregational Churches.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 


The name of this organization shall be The 
Gideon Club of Church Builders. 


ARTICLE II. OBJECT 
The object of this club shall be to bind together 
followers of Jesus Christ for the purpose of sharing 
in the task of building His Church within the fel- 
lowship of the Southeast Convention of Congrega- 
tional Christian Churches. 


ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Membership in this club is open to all who wish 
to promote the building of new churches and are 
willing to pledge themselves to contribute Five 
Dollars ($5.00) or more for each new church pro- 
ject approved by the governing board or the mem~ 
bership of the club. Each member shall be pro- 
vided with a card certifying his standing upon 
payment of the first pledge. Any member may 
terminate his membership at any time by return~ 
ing his membership card, together with a state- 
ment of his desired action, to the Secretary. 


ARTICLE IV. MEETINGS 
The Gideon Club of Church Builders shall meet 
annually on the last Sunday in August at a time 
and place determined by the Board of Trustees. 
Other meetings may be held at any time upon the 
call of the President and Secretary or the Board 
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of Trustees. A quorum shall consist of thirty 


members. 


ARTICLE V. OFFICERS 

The officers of this club shall be the following: 

President: The president shall be elected at the 
annual meeting for a term of one year. He shall 
preside at all meetings of the club and the Board 
of Trustees and shall present at the annual meet- 
ing a written report of the activities of the club. 

Vice President: The Vice president shall be 
elected at the annual meeting for a term of one 
year. He shall preside at all meetings in the ab- 
sence of the President and shall assume such other 
duties as may be assigned to his office by the 
Board of Trustees, of which he shall be a member. 

Secretary: A secretary shall be elected by the 
club in annual session to serve for a term of three 
years. He shall keep the minutes of all meetings 
of the club and the Board of Trustees, of which 
he shall be a member, and perform such other 
duties as usually pertain to the office of secretary. 
He shall keep an up-to-date file of the member- 
ship including names, addresses, and the associa- 
tion or conference of Congregational Christian 
Churches to which they belong; or, in the case of 
members not holding Congregational Christian 
standing, the name and address of their home 
church. 

He shall keep all members informed concern- 
ing the meetings and activities of the club, and 
present a written report at each meeting of the 
Board of Trustees. 

Treasurer: The club in annual session shall 
elect a Treasurer for a term of three years. He 
shall receive all moneys in payment of pledges to 
new church projects and give receipts for the 
same. He shall deposit funds received in such de- 
pository as the Trustees shall order. Under the 
direction of the Trustees he shall keep accurate 
accounts of all receipts and disbursements and 
give such bond as the Trustees shall prescribe. He 
shall present a complete financial report at every 
session of the Board of Trustees of which he shall 
be a member.

ARTICLE VI. GOVERNING BODY 

The governing body of this club shall be a 
Board of Trustees consisting of nine members, in 
addition to the officers, elected for terms of three 
years in such manner that the terms of three 
members shall expire annually. After serving two 
full terms a trustee shall be for one year ineligible 
for reelection. 

The Board of Trustees shall meet at least twice 
each year at the call of the President. A quorum 
shall consist of seven members. They shall have 
the power to determine the new church projects 
to receive grants from the club and shall appoint 
such committees as may be necessary to carry on 
their work. They shall fill all vacancies occuring 
in any of the offices, such appointments to cover 
only the unexpired term of such officers. 

The Board shall mail to all members a yearly 
report of all activities, including a progress report 
on the various new church projects receiving aid 
from the club. 


ARTICLE VII. PROCEDURE 

Section 1: Grant Aid 

Requests for Grant Aid to new church projects 
shall be received by the President or Secretary and 
referred to the Board of Trustees who shall make 
a survey to determine the wisdom and worthiness 
of said project, and after due consideration vote 
upon the request. If the vote is favorable they 
will notify all members of the action so that 
pledges may be promptly paid and the necessary 
funds be placed in a local bank in the community 
where the new church is located to be drawn up- 
on in equal proportion to what the church raises 
above the price of the lot. Except at the express 
vote of the membership, aid’ to any one church 
shall not exceed five thousand dollars ($5,000).

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Valparaiso Community Church 
By Collie Seymour ~ 


The Valparaiso Community Church had its be- 
ginning in The Union Mission of Valparaiso which 
was organized in 1920. It was so named because 
the people wanted to meet and worship together 
rather than divide into denominational groups. 
The Union Mission merged into the Community 
Church June 26, 1921, when the church was or- 
ganized with 32 members. Several denominational 
church boards were contacted to see what they 
would require in helping to build a Community 
Church. All replied they would require the church 
to be a denominational church if they provided a 
pastor or material aid. So the little group decided 
to set about, raising funds for a Community 
Church, and for four years used the school as a 
place to meet. It has remained a church for all 
the people in the community, and is still the 
only church in town. The present building was 
dedicated on July 11, 1926. 

For many years the church was served by vari- 
ous ministers of several denominations in the area, 
with a different preacher each Sunday. Almost all 
the regular pastors have been of the Congrega~- 
tional Christian persuasion; they seem to fit into 
a church of this type better than ministers of oth- 
er denominations. 

The building dedicated in 1926 still serves the 
church for worship and four Sunday School rooms. 
The Church School had grown to the extent that 
three years ago a new building was erected to take 
care of the increase. This is now overflowing and 
plans are underway for building additional space 
to provide for the increase. 


The church has a Community Choir, directed 
by Captain Philip Long of Eglin Air Force Base, 
which is recognized as the best choir in the area; 
an active Missionary Society and a Men’s Club. 

Since the Community Church is not affiliated 
with any denomination, the question is sometimes 
asked about its missionary interests and giving. It 


gives a small amount each year to the Southeast 
Convention, since that is the fellowship of which 
the pastor is a member. It contributes also to the 
American Bible Society, the National Council of 
Churches of Christ in the U.S.A., the World Coun- 
cil of Churches and has participated for the past 
four years in the One Great Hour of Sharing. The 
church also does some local and home mission 
work, and the Missionary Society and the Men’s 
Club each have several projects. 


The disadvantage of the church not being af-~- 
filiated with any denomination is that it misses 
the fellowship with other Christians which is so 
necessary to churches and to individuals. The 
pastor has been and still is, after five years, active 
in the associations and conferences of the South- 
east Convention. This provides him with the op- 
portunity of fellowship with brother ministers and 
churches. . 


The membership of the Community Church is 
composed of Baptists, Methodists, Presbyterians, 
(3 kinds) Episcopalians, Universalists, Congrega- 
tional Christians, Church of Christ, Disciples of 
Christ, Lutherans, former Catholics and perhaps 
others. It is truly a non-sectarian church with 
the motto, “A non-denominational house of wor- 
ship for the entire community.” 


The pastor has been asked several times if he 
does not find it difficult to preach to such a con-- 
gregation. His answer is always the same: ‘No; 
in my preaching I interpret the Bible and religion 
as I understand them and try to apply them to 
life in such a way as to make them helpful to 
people in their daily living. This I do, regardless 
of the church in which I may be preaching.” 

Can any preacher do differently?

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Our Trip to Europe

I am somewhat shy about writing of our trip 
to Europe this past summer and feel unworthy of 
even being financially able to make such a wonder- 
ful trip. My wife and I traveled on the Brit~- 
tanica, a lovely ship. We met an old friend, the 
Rev. Lee Cole, on board. Since we had not seen 
him for over fifteen years, we naturally had a 
grand week talking of the old friends and old days. 


When we arrived in Belfast, Northern Ireland, 
all our kin folks who could possibly make it were 
there on the pier with two cars. We had breakfast 
with my wife’s younger sister and her family, then 
drove twenty-five miles to Mrs. Doherty’s old home 
where we were entertained during our two 
month’s vacation. 


A big conference was being held including 
ministers and laymen from all over Ireland, both 
North and South. This meeting gave us a wonder- 
ful opportunity to meet many friends whom we 
had not seen for over thirty years. The Rev. Lee 
Cole, our traveling companion on the Britannic, 
introduced us to the Conference. The sad note 
about the Conference was the cry for men and 
only one young man offered himself as a candidate 
for the ministry. 


We had the joy of visiting our large Congrega- 
tional Church, Donabell St., Belfast, where a very 
dear and old friend of ours is the pastor—Dr. 
Alexandria Carins. It was most distressing to see 
our nice people having to worship in an old base- 
ment, as their beautiful church had been destroyed 
during the blitz when so much damage was done 
to churches of all denominations and blocks and 
blocks of homes were wiped out. Another minister 
told me he had buried twenty-five of his church 
members one morning. Although that minister 
was a comparatively young man he was aged and 
grey. 

We traveled all over Ireland having one great 
experience after another, but perhaps the most 
thrilling was to preach twice in the State Church 
(Episcopal) at my old home, where the Rey. Victor 
Foster is the Rector. Mr. Foster is a remarkable 
man and we hope to have him visit us before too 
long. I also preached to a full house in the church 
which I joined in 1904.

The greatest thrill of all came when we viewed 
the Statue of Liberty at New York, the next great 
thrill was the royal welcome given by our church 
people, who surprised us with a big chicken supper 
in the Church Annex.

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Christian Vocational Conferences 
By Howard E. Spragg 


Words have a way of losing or changing their 
meaning with the passage of time. It is said that 
when St. Paul’s Cathedral was completed the 
architect was very pleased to have the king de- 
scribe it as “amusing”, “awful”, and “artificial.” 


Pleased? Yes, because in those days “amusing” 
meant “amazing”, “awful” meant “awe-inspiring”, 
and “artificial” meant “artistic.” One of the great 
words of the Protestant tradition has been “‘voca~ 
tion.” This fundamentally Christian word now 
connotes, even to most Protestants, such terms as 
“vocational guidance” or “vocational agriculture.” 
But we are beginning to recapture its historic sig- 
nificance and to see its relevance to the mission of 
the Church today. 


We Protestants believe in ‘the priesthood of all 
believers.” We believe that in any work (with few 
exceptions) a man may have “a holy calling.” We 
have forgotten this heritage, forgotten that, in 
these days especially, the laity, guided by the 
clergy, can be the shock troops in tae evangeliscvic 
efforts of the Church. For this job it is important 
that our lay people see their daily work as a call- 
ing of God. Dorothy L. Sayers, a leading British 
church woman (and top-flight detective story 
writer!) has said: “It is the business of the church 
to recognize that the secular vocation, as such, is 
sacred. Christian people and particularly the 
Christian clergy, must get it firmly into their 
heads that when a man or woman is called to a 
particular job of secular work that is as true a 
vocation as though he or she were called to a 
specifically religious work.” 3 


In recent years Protestant leaders, especially 
in Europe, have been re-awakened to the latent 
power of this idea. There are many signs that the 
spiritual climate of our own country may be more 
than ready for an evangelistic thrust at this level. 
A number of recent best sellers have dealt with 
the lack of spiritual significance in so many of 
the necessary daily tasks. In the matter of on- 
the-job ethics we have Senator Paul Douglas writ- 
ing about “Ethics in Government”, and in the 
professions vigorous discussions are going on about 
fee-splitting, kick-backs, etc. A recent study by 
Columbia University, in analyzing the resistance 
to retirement among older people, finds that espe- 
cially to older people work is a way of life. It is 
through work that the individual makes social 
contacts, expresses his creative interests, makes a 
contribution to society and acquires some status. 


Among our own churches there have been some 
significant developments in this regard. A recent 
article in The Christian Century describes the 
amazing response of the people of historic Old 
South Church in Boston as they met with this 
concern in mind. Our churches in Puerto Rico 
jhave sponsored conferences, involving hundreds of 
their members and friends, for worship, study, 
and fellowship. Some five hundred public school 
teachers have been meeting three or four times a 
year over the last four years studying their jobs 
in the light of the Gospel; farmers and physicians 
have met; meetings are projected for lawyers,

period, the UN has made a significant record. 


The UN has, to be sure, been frustrated in some 
of its attempts to develop a larger measure of 
world order. But it has also many achievements 
to its credit. It has successfully carried through 
the peaceful settlement of several involved inter- 
national disputes. It has done highly constructive 
work in the economic and social areas. 


Above all, the United Nations since June 1950 
has been—and still is—making a valiant stand in 
Korea against overt aggression, seeking to find ef- 
fective ways to attain a workable collective 
security. 


The Old and New Testaments as well as the 
long tradition of church and synagogue teach 
that there are no easy ways to limit the egotism, 
national pride and self-righteousness, and stub- 
born injustices which lead to disputes and wars 
among nations. 


Our religious faith underlines the interdepen~ 
dence of mankind. No nation can any longer go 
it alone. In our mid-twentieth century world na- 
tions will together rise to a more abundant life or 
else together will push themselves back to a more 
primitive level of existence. The UN is the best 
available instrument through which nations can 
work together and learn to cooperate more fully. 


Our religious faith also teaches us to be patient, 
even while never losing the sense of urgency that 
impels us to work indefatigably and continuously 
for justice and peace, for mercy and reconciliation. 
The road to international peace is long ond tor- 
tuous, but we keep pressing forward on it because 
we take the long view. We can do so because we 
know that the purposes of God over-arch the 
wrecks of time. 


Therefore we commit ourselves to the process 
of working to build peace with Justice, through 
debate, negotiation, and cooperation among the 
nations in whatever areas. we can find to unite 
our efforts. Therefore we seek to use as fully as 
possible the instrument of the United Nations. 


United Nations Day and United Nations Week 
give churches, synagogues and other religious or-~- 
ganizations a signal opportunity to develop a deep- 
er understanding of and concern for the world or- 
ganization which is dedicated to a single supreme 
task: to rid the earth of the war scourge.

The Treasure 
The task of the teacher, said the wise Hassidic 
rabbi, is to uncover the wisdom which lies con~ 
cealed within the heart of his student. But the 
student must go and learn from men before he 
can discover that treasure which lies within him. 


It is like unto the story of Rabbi Isaac, son of 
Rabbi Jacob of Cracow. After many years of great 
poverty which had never shaken his faith in God, 
he dreamed that someone bade him look for a 
treasure in Prague, under the bridge which leads 
to the king’s palace. When the dream recurred a 
third time, Rabbi Isaac prepared for the journey 
and set out for Prague. But the bridge was guard- 
ed day and night and he did not dare start digging. 
Nevertheless he went to the bridge every morning 
and kept walking around it until evening. 

Finally, the captain of the guards, who had 
been watching him, asked in a kindly way whether 
he was looking for something or waiting for some- 
body. Rabbi Isaac told him of the dream which 
had brought him here from his faraway country. 
The captain laughed: “And so, poor fellow, to 
please the dream, you wore out your shoes to come 
here. As for having faith in dreams, if I had had 
it, I should have had to go traveling when a dream 
once told me to go to Cracow and dig for treasure 
under the stove in the room of Rabbi Isaac, son of 
Jacob. Isaac, son of Jacob, that was the name! I 
can just imagine what it would be like. I would 
have had to try every house over there, where one- 
half of the people are named, Isaac, and the other 
Jacob!” And he laughed again. 

Rabbi Isaac, son of Jacob, native of Cracow, 
bowed gratefully to the good captain, traveled 
home, dug up the treasure from under the stove, 
and with it built a House of Prayer. 


We Must Keep Building 

Ever since the first colony was settled in this 
country, ours has been an expanding community 
of church builders. We have built these “citadels 
of faith,” as President Eisenhower has so aptly 
described them, in the belief that no person or 
society can be saved from the evils which con- 
tinually threaten their existence, unless they have 
been permeated by the spirit that was in Christ 
Jesus. 

It may be true that, for the past generation or 
so, we who call ourselves liberal Protestants seem 
to have behaved as though we actuallly expected 
God to provide us, together with most other con-- 
tempory Christians, with some other agency more 
effective than the church for the proclamation of 
the gospel in our sophisticated modern society. 

But more recently, a reawakened Protestantism, 
faced by the fact that an unchurched community, 
no matter how well-favored in other respects, 
deteriorates very soon into a spiritual and social 
wasteland, has become more realistic. 

As a result, we Protestants are energetically at 
work again, building new churches and extending 
the church’s message and ministry in an effort to 
keep pace with population increases and trends. 
Impressive numbers of new edifices are rising ey- 
erywhere today—in the open countryside, amid the 


mammoth housing projects that have mushroom- 
ed since the war, and in great cities and growing 
towns from coast to coast. 

In a well-considered process of religious con- 
servation, large numbers of older churches in rural 
and metropolitan areas also are being reconsti- 
tuted on new lines. No longer do they watch with 
helpless grief the fading of their beloved spiritual 
fellowship. Because they understand that a 
changing community still calls for their ministry, 
though in different ways, these churches are being 
rehabilitated, both physically and spiritually. 

Into the record of this confused decade through 
which our historic fellowship is living, there will 
thus be written some magnificent stories of deter- 
mination, sacrifice and vision. The character 
structures of whole neighborhoods are being 
changed; and with these social changes have come 
significant changes in the attitudes of many of 
those responsible for them. 

Because of these and other vital experiences 
of our fellow Christians as they build or recondi- 
tion their churches, and because we believe that 
the church must be a functioning force and a 
creative influence in society if the moral and spir~- 
itual foundations of our common life are to be 
maintained in strength. Our denomination is en- 
gaged in a national Building Fund Campaign. Let 
us keep in mind the need as, in the next two years, 
we share in this program.

Churches receiving such aid expected to report on 
their building progress from time to time to the 
Board of Trustees. The following foregoing proce- 
dures shall apply in all cases. The Board shall 
have the right to change or modify these proce- 
dures only upon the majority vote of the member 
ship in attendance at any annual or special meet- 
ing of the club. 

Section 2. Eligibility: 

To qualify for Grant Aid a new church must 
belong to an association or conference having a 
club membership equal to 25% or more of the 
total active membership of the Congregational 
Christian Churches within the given area at the 
time the request is made. 

Requests for aid should first be voted by the 
local church in a duly constituted meeting and
